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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, claims 1-16 and 26-31 in the 
reply filed on November 17 th , 2008 is acknowledged. The traversal is persuasive 
and withdrew the restriction requirement and rejoined because the claims were 
amended to overcome restriction requirement. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-4 and 6-32 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Groeger (US 5,662,728) and McDowell (US 3,175,339) have been determined to 
be the closest prior art of record. 

As to independent claims 1 and 17, Groeger (US 5,662,728) fails to 
suggest a motivation for using ion exchange particles distributed within a fibrous 
framework of the filter structure that has been swelled for the ion exchange 
particles and causes a permanent expansion of the filter structure, the moisture 
treatment comprising exposure to a humid or water-containing environment. 
Claims 2-4 and 6-16 are depend on claim 1, they also contain allowable subject 
matter. Claims 18-32 are depend on claim 17, they also contain allowable 
subject matter.
